Ir is generally conceded that trade journals are an 
excellent advertising medium. They supply an oppor- 
tunity for manufacturers that should be 
Trade z 

‘nee grasped more firmly and used to better 
Publicity. advantage. In every instance in which a 
retailer figures as a distributor, his trade 
journal can be used with profit. Shrewd retailers in 
every line of merchandizing realize the advantage of 
handling articles that are well advertised and it is 
good policy for a manufacturer to keep his trade in- 
formed as to the manner and the extent of exploiting 
accorded his product. The manufacturer should, how- 
ever, remember the information the retailer most 
needs. Something should be said about the advertis- 
ing literature that is furnished to the dealer and 
about any other advertising assistance the com- 
pany gives. Moreover there are distinct features 
in every company’s method of doing business 
which should be emphasized. It would .be en- 
forcing obvious to say that the manufacturer who 
offers the best advertising assistance to the retailer 
will get the most business. Trade journal publicity, 

well followed up, pays and pays handsomely. 








SOME evidence as to the busy conditions prevail- 

ing in American workshops and factories at the pres- 

ent time is contained in a report from 

Too Many Evansville that fully 5,000 men and boys 

Orders. could immediately secure work in the 

factories of that city. It is said that 

there is not a factory there which could not use more 

men at the present time and practically assure them 
steady work. 

Much of this difficulty is perhaps due to the inca- 
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pacity of those who present themselves for employ- 
ment, and it may be that local conditions of an un- 
usual nature are also somewhat responsible for the 
shortage of labor. It is much mure likely, however, 
that a surplus of orders is responsible for the demand 
for laborers. 

In this respect, Evansville is only a sample of hun- 
dreds of American manufacturing centers. So if for- 
eign buyers of American goods sometimes expe- 
rience difficulty in securing the prompt filling of their 
orders, they may know that the trouble at this end is 
not that the manufacturer is inattentive to their de- 
mands, but that he is simply incapacitated from “de- 
livering the goods,” because he cannot find men to 
make the goods fast enough. 








It is in many ways unfortunate for the manufac- 
turing exporters of the country that they have no 


recognized central organization that they 
Exporters > ’ 


Should ees ; 
Organize. their views on trade matters, and in 


can use as their mouthpiece in expressing 


urging business reforms and matters 
of legislation of interest to themselves. In England 
there is a central organization formed by numerous 
boards of trade and chambers of commerce through- 
out the country, and this body when it gets together 
gives its consideration to all manner of subjects in 
any way related to the business community. Its treat- 
ment of export problems is only a feature of its gen- 
eral discussions, but at any rate it is recognized as the 
institution which has authority in proposing legisla- 
tion and bringing about movements for the better- 
ment of business conditions. 

In this country there is no one institution which 
occupies the same place in our commercial affairs. 
Privately promoted institutions whose only claim 
to general recognition is an impressive name, 
have failed to deceive the public for any length of 
time and no legitimately promoted association or 
trade organization has ever established itself wholly 
in the confidence of the nation as a body entitled to 
authority when discussing trade topics as the ex- 
ponent of the entire country’s interests. 

Perhaps this is all because so many manufacturers 
are “too busy to export,” but there are many who are 
not afflicted with this failing and any public-minded 
citizen who could bring these concerns together and 
unite their interests as exporters would doubtless earn 
for himself a lasting name as a public benefactor.

in the mental attitude of the person to whom it appeals. 
It is not sufficient to assert that this or that article is 
the best thing going, but every particular should be set 
forth clearly and graphically. Illustrating plays a great 
part in the success of a booklet, but it should not be 
overdone. It should have some bearing on the text, 
and it should not be overlooked. That what appeals to 
the artist or literary man may not appeal to the general 
public. - 

The advertiser should strive to get out a booklet of 
permanent rather than short-lived value. It should not 
be a symposium of technicals because technicals how- 
ever good, are invariably too individualistic to be 
interesting to the individual. A booklet should seek 
io impress by arguments and illustrations of. survey 
rather than by the reiteration of a few bald facts. 

Many advertisers who are now unknown might to- 
day be famous had their booklets been readable or

PB seemed to the export trade. So far as the ex- 

Criticism. POtt business is concerned there are two 

kinds of manufacturers, those who want 
to export and those who do not. And of those who 
are in the first-named class a further division can be 
made into those who know how to export properly and 
those who do not. Our consuls are criticising the 
whole irrespective of which class they belong to. 

In order to be a successful exporter it is necessary 
that the business be studied thoroughly, and the ex- 
porter must realize what conditions must be met, and 
then adapt himself to those conditions. Those who are 


. not successful are the ones who refuse to pack their 


good properly, make out their invoices regardless of 
instructions, and do not pay sufficient attention to their 
foreign customers’ wishes. 

It is gratifying to know that the number is very 
small that make this mistake, but it is against the 
whole exporters that some of our consuls have recently 
been complaining. There is room for improvement in 
the minority that fall short of what is expected of 
them, but it is wrong to condemn the entire American 
manufacturing industry because of the shortcomings 
of an insignificant few. If the consuls would occasion- 
ally vary their reports by telling of the achievements 
of the successful exporters who manage their foreign 
trade intelligently, they would do much toward refut- 
ing the accusation that they are unfair to manufac- 
turers as a class.

And while these “chinks” are stewing themselves 
into a frazzle over their little old ten-cent boycott, we 
will continue to sit around in our after hours, drinking 
their Oolong, Souchong and Ping Pong, and devour- 
ing their mysterious Chop Suey, unmindful as to 
whether China is on the map or in the discard.

When it frisks itself around among us the boycott 
never has a chance at winning. It may annoy some 
of us more or less at times, but whenever it whirrs its 
rattle and shows its poison fangs its finish is so clearly 
apparent as to nullify its terrorizing efforts. The boy- 
cotter is a quitter who merely aims to worry some- 
body, and we all know it. 

To the educated, thinking American citizen the boy- 
cott is a cheap bunco affair; a predestined failure; a 
four-flush that is always “called” and always loses; 
and to the same minds the boycott instigator ranks 
points below the assassin among the scum of the 
earth in human guise. We have no place among us 
for him who seeks to destroy by stealth; whose moves 
are all under cover; whose acts cannot stand the 
light ; who seeks to stab in the dark and get away un- 
challenged. The square mind in its normal attitude 
rejects and repudiates, and refuses to tolerate him, and 
although position, wealth and influence may at times 
seem to gain for him precarious, temporary footings 
here and there, his finish is in sight always and his 
ostracism among square men a foregone conclusion. 

* * * 

Speaking of four-flushes, let me tell you about a 
manufacturing four-flusher whose financial funeral, as 
it were, I attended just a little while ago. It happened 
in the form of a creditors’ meeting, and as the debtor 
failed to “show up,” the creditors had a good chance 
to do all the talking. 

Well, I certainly learned something. In fine, | 
learned much about how a practically penniless indi- 
vidual with an active hot air attachment, had built up 
a decidedly pretentious business and gotten a whole 
snarl of wise business people interested in him finan- 
cially to the extent of a whole lot of thousands of 
dollars and personally to an extent that left no chance 
of their ever forgetting him. 

There was nothing left. The plant was gone, the 
goods were gone, the money was gone, and the manu- 
facturer was gone. One ray of hope shone out amid 
the gloom, however, in an offer by one of the creditors 
who said, “Well, gentlemen, according to the state- 
ment we have heard, there is nothing left in the way 
of goods, chattels, money, or anything else for us to 
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act upon, and the debtor has ‘flew the coop,’ but if 
you will find this fellow, I will give fifty thousand dol- 
lars for his gall.” 

Here is a case in which the manufacturer had from 
the start played a good big four-flush, and when he 
was called he took to the woods and pulled the woods 


in after him. 
* * * 


I can stand for the four-flusher all right when the 
light is good and he has five regulation picture cards in 
his “mit,” because I am then in a position where I am 
not expected to rely upon his honesty of purpose. 

But when I am in an atmosphere of strict business 
affairs; in a presumed environment of squareness, of 
strict business ethics and all that sort of thing, and 
some big prosperous jobber whose curves are all read- 
able to me, and whom I know will sell anything to 
anybody from a cap pistol to a six-year-old kid or a 
curling iron to the waiting lady at the quick lunch 
counter, to a sixty-dollar shot gun to the bartender 
over at the “dump” on the corner, or anything else to 
anybody else whom he is reasonably sure won’t holler, 
and whose goods he admits were handled by every old 
catalogue house as long as they would “produce,” and 
I find him all-lit up with a halo of business integrity 
handing out hot air to a bunch of honest hardware 
dealers in a hardware dealers’ convention, I begin to 
get nervous as to whether the Lord will ever forgive 
me if I don’t give some of these good people a chance 
to “call” him.

I don’t mean by this that a whole lot of your job- 
bers are four-flushers or hot air shooters, for I happen 
to know that most of them, in fact practically all of 
them, are on the square with the retail dealers, and that 
their rules and practices for the protection of their 
legitimate trade customers are at the present time 

drawn more nearly to a cast iron tightness than ever 
before in the history of the hardware trade. They 
could not be much more rigid, in fact, unless they 
put men at their doors armed with clubs to drive away 
everybody who failed to show up a diploma from some 
retail hardware academy. 

You know how it is, of course. A very few shifty 
ones who are “onto their jobs” worked in among them 
can cast more suspicion upon all the rest than can be 
shaken off in a year with a notary public and a stack 
of bibles constantly on duty.

We have all met the man who mistakes perspiration 
for inspiration, the man who would rather look busy 
than be busy. This type of man is of the opinion that it 
is foolish to use his head to save his heels. So long 
as you make a big noise, do hand springs and sweat at 
your work, he is satisfied and does not give a rap for 
results. Noise is not necessarily work. We are living 
in an age of ball bearings. The man who gets there 
must secure a minimum of friction in order to get up a 
maximum speed. The man who is doing his very 
best work to-day may be relied upon to do even better 
to-morrow. Many a man has capacities but lacks the 
capacity necessary to discover them. 

The phrase “do it now” is ubiquitous, but there are 
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times and places when it appears ridiculous. Recently 
whirling along in a railroad train, gazing idly out of 
the window, I got a glimpse of a large poster bearing 
the picture of a little girl and the admonition “tele- 
phone your grocer for a can of Veribest meats. ‘Do 
it now.’” It is well that the genius who concocted 
this had the presence of mind to add the last three 
words. Otherwise it would not have occurred to the 
writer to stop the train, rush to the nearest telephone 
booth, or no booth being in sight, to tap the telegraph 
wire and send the order to the grocer. Perhaps our 
friend had the wireless telegraph in mind. “Do it 
now” is all right in its place, but its appearance on 
billboards is rather absurd.

It is.a fine thing to be an oracle to which an appeal 
is always made in all discussions. The man of facts 
waits his turn in grim silence, ever ready to bring 
out a “settler” in the form of a fact. Facts should 
always yield the place of honor in conversation to 
thoughts without facts, but the man of facts is some- 
times tyrannical, and it is a pleasure to occasionally 
bring about his discomfiture. 

I think it is Oliver Wendell Holmes who tells about 
the man in the boarding house who possessed a won- 
derful store house of facts. The talk ran about moun- 
tains. He knew the living facts of the Andes, the 
Appenines and the Appalachians; he did not seem 
familiar with Ben-Nevis, Ararat and various moun- 
tains that were mentioned. When a revolutionary an- 
ecdote came up he was familiar with the lives of the 
Adams, and gave details concerning Major Andre. 
Someone suggested a point of nature, and he expatiat- 
ed at great length on the air bladder of fishes. Agri- 
culture, he was very familiar with, but dropped out 
of the conversation when horticulture was mentioned. 
He spoke learnedly of anthracite coal, but did not dis- 
cuss any of the other kinds. 

There was something so odd about the limitations of 
his knowledge his interlocutor suddenly suspected 
what might be the meaning of it all.

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PORTABLE SAW. 





An interesting novelty of recent make, says the 
New York Commercial, is a portable wood saw driven 
by a turbine and operated by compressed air. Air is 
admitted through a throttle and passes through a 
conduit cast in the frame on the back of the machine 
to a governor valve which is mounted on the hub of 
the turbine. It is operated by centrifugal weights, 
which move a collar laterally against spring resist- 
ance ahd operate the valve. Three ports discharge air 
against the buckets, of which there arc 35. A pinion 
on the turbine shaft drives the saw through a train 
of gears, which reduces the speed from 8,000 revo- 
lutions pér minute at the turbine to 5,000 revolutions 
per minute at the saw; or, by shifting an intermediate 
gear, the saw can be operated at the full speed of the 
turbine for light work. An adjustable grooved bear- 
ing permits raising or lowering the saw shaft so as 
to allow of the use of smaller or larger saws, this 
vertical adjustment being accomplished by a set 
screw. The machine sets on a base resembling a hand 
plane. The bottom of this base is polished, so that 
the machine is easily moved along the work. A 
brake at the side of the turbines is so arranged that 
when the air is shut off it is automatically released. 
One of the largest uses for this tool is trimming roofs 
of freight cars in car shops and for ripping wood 
generally. It is adapted to lumber up to 1% inches 
or in some cases 2 inches thick. The air turbine is 
also used for operating an emery wheel, the wheel 
being placed on the shaft instead of the saw for sur- 
face grinding.

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GOOD SCORES WITH PETERS SHELLS. 





The high amateur average at the New Jersey State 
Tournament June 5th, 6th and 7th, was won by Mr. 
F. W. Moffatt, shooting Peters’ Premier factory 
loaded shells.

You have always been our 
friend and you have fought our battles for us many, 
many years. 

I did not go to the last convention, but I have been 
to many of them, and I always hear your paper re- 
ferred to as our ‘steadfast friend. It is too bad that 
you have got into a quarrel with some of our officers, 
and from what the boys on the road tell me you are in 
the right and they tell me that the truth is mighty and 
will prevail. 

But why should the members all resign? Wouldn’t 
it be cheaper and better and more satisfactory to stick 
to the cause?

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

The flue referred to in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN of 
July 7th, has, or did have, an opening on the side 
near to where the dry closets have been. If. this 
opening has not been closed, it may cause the trouble 
your correspondent is having, or it may be because 
the flue is so large that the small smoke pipe is unable 
to overcome the down pressure of cold air. 

Last winter we had a difficulty of this kind. The 
flue was 24 by 24. Our smoke pipe entering it on the 
side was 9 inches. We stood a 12-inch pipe in the 
center of flue, ran it up 15 feet. It has been very 
satisfactory. The cowl he speaks of might help ii 
the chimney is not high enough, but it probably is 
that your trouble is caused by the down pressure o! 
cold air. 

If he had submitted a drawing giving details 0! 
dimensions, it would have been easier to help him.

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AN UNCOMMON BOOKLET. 








The American Sheet and Tin Plate Company, of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., have recently put out an uncommonly 
handsome booklet entitled “From Underfoot to Over- 
head,” telling of their goods, and containing some 
very valuable information for the use of their trade. 
The booklet is oblong in shape, 442x7 inches, 64 pages 
and cover. The cover, which overhangs, is printed in 
three colors and gold from an original design, and the 
inside pages are very freely illustrated with most ex- 
cellent vignetted half-tone engravings. The body of 
the work is of heavy, enameled, tinted paper printed 
in black and with decorative initials, etc., in Persian 
orange. 

The booklet has been prepared with the object of 
giving a general idea of the many processes through 
which a piece of ore must pass before it becomes the 
base of a M. F. terne plate. 

They emphasize the fact that statistics have been 
carefully omitted for the reason that they wish the 
reader to regard its perusal as a pastime and not a 
study. We do not know that we have ever read a more 
fascinating description of the progress of a piece of 
ore from the time it leaves the mine until as the finished 
article it becomes of the greatest commercial value. 
From the mine, the reader is taken on a whaleback 
through Lake Superior to one of the many unloading 
docks~in the vicinity of Cleveland. Here powerful 
unloaders are set to work removing the ore, and when 
cars can be had the ore is emptied from the unloaders 
into them. From Cleveland the ore goes through 
Lake Erie to a blast furnace near Pittsburgh and 
there the actual work of manufacturing the M. F. 
terne plates commences. 

The trip from Lake Erie to the blast furnace con- 
sumes several days. On its arrival it is taken to the 
blast furnace, placed in hoppers and loaded into charg- 
ing buckets. A beautiful engraving shows a blast fur- 
nace at Duquesne mill which holds the world’s record. 
The furnace is fired by a train of heaters and blowers 
which constantly drive a body of superheated air and 
flame into the ore chamber. We are shown the opera- 
tion of “running the blast,” and though the furnace is 
charged without intermission for twenty-four hours of 
every working day, the furnace is tapped at intervals 
of every four hours. 

The heat quickly reduces the ore and other sub- 
stances and as the molten iron is heavier, it seeks the 
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surface. It is an easy matter therefore to make an 
opening near the top of the reservoir and run the 
waste off into ladles, while lower down another is 
opened which allows the refined ore to pass into the 
runway leading to one of the several empty ladles. 
Each ladle has a capacity of 18,000 pounds, and when 
the last one is filled a shifting engine is brought up, 
coupled arid the train starts for the weighing scales. 

The reader pauses to examine a picture of the weigh- 
ing process and then follows the metal to the mixer. 
The mixer plays two important parts in the process 
of steel making. It keeps the metal constantly dis- 
turbed, thus insuring a thorough mixing, and at the 
same time it is a storage room for the molten metal 
where it can be held until the converters are ready 
for it. 

The mixer being hung tipon an axis, can be raised 
and lowered at will. A beautiful half-tone engraving 
shows the process of charging the converters. An in- 
tense heat and draught is then forced through the 
metal and the operator, by watching the changes in the 
color of the flame, can accurately determine when a 
sufficient percentage of the sulphur and carbon gases 
have been blown off. This process changes the iron 
into steel and practically all the foreign particles 
which, until now, have resisted separation from the 
metal, are carried off. The contents of the converter 
is emptied into a ladle which has an outlet at the bot- 
tom to facilitate the operation of filling the ingot 
moulds. Each mould has a capacity of six-thousand 
pounds, and for the first time since the ore entered 
the blast furnace, the metal is allowed to partially 
cool, and become rigidly set. 

The ingot is carried to the roughing rolls, where it is 
given a sufficient number of passes through it and 
rolled to the proper width and thickness. While still 
hot it passes onto the bar mill and the bloom is rolled 
until it is about-eight inches wide and many feet long. 
The long bars are taken to the sheet rolling mills 
where the final processes are carried out. Every pro- 
cess is fully illustrated and the reader puts the book- 
let down, feeling that the time devoted to its perusal 
has been pleasantly passed.

Our attention has been drawn to a remarkably use- 
ful preparation sold in the form of a solution which 
completely displaces galvanizing in its superiority as 
a preservative. Its advantage is that it can be used 
on any raw surface, whether it be glass, wood, iron, 
or steel, and therefore it is of exceptional value to 
shipbuilders and ship repairers. As a rust preventer 
it appears to us to be far superior to any other com- 
position, or, we should say, solution, as it keeps 
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lowest level, while the cinder or slag floats upon the 
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bright and untarnishable, preventing any deteriora- 
tion of the material it covers. A solution which will 
withstand 500 deg. F. of heat can be spread over a 
large surface and supersedes galvanizing, and yet can 
be applied by the ordinary paint brush, will, we should 
imagine, very quickly make a famous name for itself. 
Its title, “Aluminamel,” describes its composition, it 
being really an aluminum enamel-paint. It differs, 
however, entirely from what we are commonly ac- 
quainted with as aluminum paint, which are, we be- 
lieve, nearly all of foreign manufacture. Alumin- 
amel is a British production, and is free from com- 
mon and inflammable ingredients like benzoline or 
celluloid, which, being liable to spontaneous ignition, 
are practically useless for the purposes of shipbuild- 
ers. This British composition has been very thor- 
oughly tested, and it has been found that owing to 
its properties it will withstand soda, soap, paraffin, 
benzine, and turpentine. Even a large degree of heat 
fails to discolor it. We are informed that extensive 
contracts are being entered into for the supply of 
the solution to foreign navies, and many of our lead- 
ing shipbuilders already have it in constant use. For 
motor boats aluminamel is perhaps particularly adapt- 
ed, it being the only product of its kind which will 
successfully resist the wear and tear and the heat 
of the radiators and engines. Then, for the exposed 
parts of ships’ fittings it is both a handsome and 
permanent protector, as the base, being of pure 
aluminum, enables the enamels to retain their original 
luster. We have recently seen the effect of the solu- 
tion on some ships’ fittings, and noticed that, not- 
withstanding the extremely exposed position these 
occupied, no sign of deterioration or rust was any- 
where detectable, although the composition had stood 
exposure for a considerable period. Aluminamel is 
made up in half-gallons and gallons (about 11 gallons 
going to the hundredweight), and is produced at a 
price easily competitive with other less pure solutions.

THE WORLD’S IRON SUPPLY. 








A recent article in the Scientific American on “The 
Impending Exhaustion of the World’s Iron Supply” 
has brought to that journal the following answer from 
Theo. F. Van Wagenen, of Denver, Colorado: 

“Allow me to inform those who are unnecessarily 
worrying themselves over this matter, that the already 
known iron deposits of Mexico, many of which are 
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close to the sea, are ample in themselves to supply the 
iron furnaces of the world for at least the next half 
century, at the present rate of consumption. More- 
over, our neighbor’s mineral resources are as yet 


scarcely looked over, vast areas being unknown in de-- 


tail to white men. I have spent the bulk of the last 
twelve months traveling in Mexico, from the Rio 
Grande to the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, and in that 
_time have seen enough of available deposits of iron of 
excellent quality to calm all fears as to a possible 
scarcity of cheap ores of the metal.”

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AMERICAN TRADE WITH JAPAN. 





Trade of the United States with Japan is larger 
than with any other oriental country, and aggregated 
in 1905 $106,000,000. The exports to Japan have 
grown from a little more than $5,000,000 in the cal- 
endar year 1895 to over $55,000,000 in 1905, being 
more than ten times as great in 1905 as in 1895. The 
imports from Japan also show a material increase, hav- 
ing been $22,500,000 in 1895 and nearly $51,000,000 
in 1905. The gain in exports to Japan, comparing 
1905 with 1895 is not quite so rapid as in those to 
China, but the growth in imports from Japan is much 
more rapid than in those from China. In the period 
from 1895 to 1905 the exports to Japan increased 
$45,000,000 and those to China increased practically 
$55,000,000. During the same period imports from 
Japan increased $23,000,000, while those from China 
increased but about $6,000,000. 

The growth in exports from the United States to 
Japan and China has been a remarkable feature in our 
export trade in the last decade. The increase in ex- 
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ports to Japan was in round terms $50,000,000, while 
during the same period the growth in exports to all 
South America was but $32,000,000, to all Africa but 
$10,000,000, to Oceanica, including Hawaii, $30,000,- 
000, and to all Asia except Japan and China $13,000,- 
ooo. Thus the growth in exports to Japan from 1895 
to 1905 has been greater than that to South America, 
Africa, Oceanica or Asia exclusive of Japan and 
China, while the growth to Japan and China in com- 
bination has been greater than that to the remainder 
of Asia, plus Africa, South America and Oceanica. 
The articles which make up the large and rapidly 
growing total of American exports to Japan are more 
widely diversified than in the trade with China. The 
chief article in the exports to Japan and their values 
in the fiscal year 1905 were raw cotton, practically 
$17,000,000; manufactures of iron and steel, about 
$10,000,000; flour, $5,000,000; leather, $5,000,000; 
mineral oil,- nearly. $3,000,000; provisions, including 
ineat, butter, condensed milk and canned foods of va- 
rious kinds, about $2,000,000; cotton cloths, a little 
over $1,000,000; copper, a little over. $1,000,000, and 
breadstuffs other than flour, a little over $1,000,000.

EXPANSION IN IRON AND STEEL. 





A very interesting tale is told by the report of the 
iron and steel production of the United States for the 
calendar year 1905, just made public by General Man- 
ager Swank of the American Iron and Steel Associa- 
tion, That was the greatest year in those activities 
which the country has seen. In every item connected 
with the production and sale of iron and steel 1905 
made a gain over any previous year, except in stee] 
wire nail production and in the exportation of iron ore. 

We are now making more pig iron than Great 
Britain and Germany combined, which are our nearest 
competitors. Our output was 23,000,000 tons for 1905, 
as compared with 16,500,000 tons in 1904. The gain 
this year will be comparatively small over last year’s 
big output, but there will bea gain. Probably the 
25,000,000 mark will be passed. We are now far 
ahead of Great Britain in coal production, and have 
been ahead since 1900, and our lead is lengthening. 
The extent of our coal and ore deposits makes our con- 
tinued supremacy in iron and steel production safe. 
England’s growth in these fields is now slow, and is 
likely to remain so. Germany is making a rapid-in- 
crease, but she lacks the raw material to permit her 
ever to become a close rival of the United States in 
any field of iron or steel production. 

Although the output-of the country’s furnaces and 
mills is at the highest figures ever touched, the orders 
which are ahead of all of them keep on increasing. 
Demand outruns supply, large as the latter element is. 
This is the principal reason why our imports of iron 
and steel are at large figures. We make more of these 
articles than any other two countries in the world, but 
we cannot make enough to meet the demand of ou 
own people. For railway building and improvement 
and for the structural work in the big cities the de- 
mand for iron and steel is- larger now than it ever was 
before. This is one of prosperity’s signals which the 
country is very glad to greet.

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Trade Report. 


THE HARDWARE SITUATION. 

The manner in which the trade keeps up its volume 
of business notwithstanding the Summer, with its va- 
cations and other incidental interruptions to business, 
is the subject of frequent remark. The volume of 
business is not only exceptional for this time of the 
year, but would be a large business for any season. 
Many manufacturers are embarrassed by the difficulty 
in obtaining steel which the mills are unable to supply 
in sufficient quantity to meet the requirements of their 
customers. Enterprise in general certainly continues 
to manifest itself in liberal expenditures and building 
in general continues on an almost unprecedented scale. 





PIG IRON. 

Strength is the dominant note of the market to-day. 
Standard grades of Southern irons are firmly estab- 
lished on the basis of $13.50 and Northern Brands at 
$18.50 Chicago. Substantially two hundred and fifty 
thousand tons of Southern iron changed hands during 
the buying movement in June. Current demand is 
mostly for small lots, the largest inquiry of the week 
being for five thousand tons of Basic from a local con- 


sumer. 





PLATES. 


Specifications for sheared and universal plates are 
quite active. New tonnage is also of good propor- 
tions. Demand from store is brisk, jobbers finding it 
difficult to keep on hand a complete line of sizes. 
Prices are without change, mill shipments, Chicago de- 
livery, being as follows:

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Rogers, Brown & Co. will say in their weekly report: 

From day to day market conditions improve and reports 
from all districts are of the most satisfactory character. 
There is an increasing demand for iron during the last quar- 
ter and some inquiries have been received for 1907 business. 
Locally the week has been productive of good tonnage, well 
distributed through foundry and forge grades, with strong 
demand for~malleable and special irons. Malleable is be- 
coming scarce and as we advance into the third quarter the 
sold-up condition of furnaces in the central west is becoming 
a very important item in calculations covering supply during 
the balance of this year. This same condition has been true 
of southern furnaces for some time, and is now very marked 
in the Pennsylvania field. It would surprise many followers 
of the pig iron situation to know the number of furnaces 
which are practically sold up prior to January, 1907. 

The mid-summer let-down in trade generally, the mid- 
summer shut-down of plants for repairs and improvements, 
the dullness attending the coming of July in the coke fields, 
all have been practically without recurrence this year, and 
instead of any let-down there has been remarkable activity, 
and the impelling force of contracts to be filled has kept 
mills and shops going full and breaking all records for this 
season. 

It is hard to talk conservatively of the demands being 
made on manufacturers of iron and steel products. From 
time to time we have remarked on the great tonnage which 
has accumulated so far this year on the books of these con- 
cerns, and this continues in every line. 

The depression in the stock market has had no effect on 
the iron trade, as it is too firmly intrenched for the present 
and remaining months of 1906 to be affected by anything but 
the most unusual cause. 

Croakers may find a number of subjects for criticism in 
the general industrial situation, but this is always the case if 
one looks far enough. It remains that the strongest feature 
is current business and the prospects in almost every line. 

This statement is best’ shown in the statement, among 
others, that the net earnings of the U. S. Steel Corporation 
for the June quarter will run over thirty-eight million dol- 
lars. The government crop report just issued, and on which 
so much interest has been centered, confirms previous esti- 
mates and shows the country’s crops to be in splendid shape. 

In spite of all conditions as they are, there is no boom in 
pig iron, nor is it desired. Its steady and almost unchanged 
level since the first of the first quarter shows an inherent 
strength which it is expected will carry it on the same or 
better plane through the remainder of 1906. If this is accom- 
plished and the same methods are in evidence during that 
time as have governed generally so far in the year, a record 
for stability will have been established. 

The great activity in the Connellsville coke field is almost 
unprecedented and coke trade generally is in strong shape. 


Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly letter: 

Hot weather conditions are not apparent in the pig iron 
market. Melting of iron is going on at a tremendous rate. 
The foundries are all busy, and their prospects, save for labor 
troubles and shortages here and there, are excellent. In fact, 
the year promises to be one of great prosperity. 

The week has been marked by good, steady business. 
There has been a considerable demand for basic and malleable 
for spot delivery, and buyers have been disappointed in not 
finding what they wanted. In fact, the main market demand 
at the present time seems to be for quick shipment. There 
is a large inquiry for small lots, from carloads up to 200 
tons, for immediate delivery. All kinds of foundry iron are 
asked for, and it is very evident that consumers were by no 
means filled up in the recent heavy buying movement. In 
Northern irons there is a shortage, and consumers are not 
getting deliveries on time. The situation is not distressing, 
but it might be much better. Southern iron is not in quite 
as short supply, but there is no surplus on furnace yards. 

Coke has been active in a large wholesale way, but not 
much has been done by the small consumers.
